24 per cent., waited <me year, 8 
per cent, waited two yeora. and 
12 per cent., waited three years 
before they entered eoUege to 
eontiano thehr^ednestioB. 

This educational retardation in 
the case of 44 per cent. , of col- 
lege students is certainly worthy 
of consideration in its bearings 
on the individual and on the 
community in which the student 
has his home and where he ex- 
pects to be a cooperative factor 
in its professional or commercial 
aetivitiea. Certainly it is poor 
eeoiMssy to permit sa iadividoai 
who asiglit^ expert work aaa 
atndent to beeasaa as hmffieiaMt 
servant is sodMy dorisg sa is- 
tervslof rdstive immaturity, ssd 
later, when he might be per- 
forming expert swice in society 
to keep him engsgsd in the work 
of preparation. 

No one would deny that he can 
perform but a relatively low 
grade service in society during 
the years just following high 
school graduation. Nor haa it 
yetbeoi dononatrated tha^ he is 
proportkmately more effieioBt as 
a student during later yeara. 

The logical oooeluakm is that 
during the eaciior yeara the in- 
dividual eaa make a a nee sa s aa a 
atndent, and that he cannot dur- 
ing this ponod be mudi.of a ane- 
cess in any vocation which re- 
quires higher edncatfon aa a 
preparation. If the vocation 
which the student expects to en- 
ter demands a higher education, 
then his discourse ought to be 
continuous to that end and should 
be so planned that he may con- 
template it at 1;he earliest age 
l;>os8ible. Any mode of proced- 
ure is unnatural and is wasteful 
bothfor tlie indtvidnal and to

I propose to write this week on the 
subject) of tobacco. Tobacco is a nox- 
ious weed tbat was dttibovered in 
North America two or three hundred 
years ag^o, and ia some way at some 
time, the people g:ot in the habit of 
eating it, chewing it, smolcing it and 
dipping it. Tobacco is the natural 
habit of the tobacco worm, one of 
the nastiest specimens of animal life 
ttiatany body has ever seen. The 
taste of tobacco is sickening and no- 
body at fifst loves it. It requires a 
long t<m*to get anybody's stomach 
to tolerate it at all. Children, after 
seeiog their fabheis chewing it, and 
smoking it, and seeing their motlMts 
smokiDg and dipping it, will steal 
away to some quiet place to take their 
first IfOM fn the use of It, knowtaf 
that the trial will be a severe one. 
Most tetbMB wbe use tobacco try to 
get tlieir boys not to use It. But «t- 
ery boy naturally thinks that his fath- 
er is the smartest man in the world, 
and If tlwn was not somcthlnf really 
good about the chewing of tobacco, he 
woald not engage in it. It is foolish 
for a man to try to keep his boys from 
contracting the tobacco habit, so 'ong 
as he uses it himself. The tobacco 
baMt is ao widespread that I suppose 
that over one-half of the male part of 
the population of any couaty indulges 
in its use. When yoa taJk to a man 
about chewing tobacco, he will tell 
you that it is a flithy habit, but it has 
him 80 mnoh undor Ite- powtKthat he 
can't quit it. He will nut hesitate to 
acknowledge that he is s^ Hla^ftto-^^ 
appetite. Thsjt.be is b»loiii|pr<»isee 
American citizen. If you ask a young 
maa,j»bout smoiiiug cigare)&t^^e.iiill 
tel}4ou that be has almost ^piac ^'Itot 
be is tapering off . If you ask a g|rl 
about dipping 8AuS>. ^she . will . d^fubit 
aitoin^^. .

lieve tbatslie generally tells the truth. 
But the terrible iiabit is widespread.. 
Lawyers, doctoca, fanMia, and oeea- 
sionally I am sorry to say, I find a 
preacher who has so far missed itis 
caUing, as to indulge In tba das of toe 
filthy weed. I believe that as a class 
the school teachers are freer from the 
nasty habit, than any other class of 
people. In all my experience, in visit- 
ing the schools annually for several 
years, I have met only one teacher 
who uses tobacco, and he insisted on 
me talking to his school aix)ut the ug- 
ly habit. He said while using it him- 
self, he knew that a talk from him 
against the use of tobacco would do no 
Rood. In this he showed his good 
sense, wliile he showed his bad sense 
by using the weed at all. In an arti- 
cfai for this papt.r. The Adair Houoty 
News, some time ago, I said that ev- 
ery case of consumption was brought 
on by promiscuoos spitting. I did not 
mean by that every one who spits wiil 
spread consumption, but he must have 
the germs of consumption in him be- 
fore he can spit them, out, but as no 
one can know wtiether he has these 
germs ox not, the safest way, the 
nicest way, and the most sensible way, 
is to refrain from spitting altogether. 
As an economic question the using of 
tobacco is a very serious problem. I 
suppose nobody has an idea what the 
use of tobacco, this poisonous weed, 
costs the people of this county in dol- 
lars and cents annually. I sajd awhile 
ago that more than half of the 
male population of our county 
use tobacco in some of its forms One 
fourth of tiie people would amount to 
4,000. Where people use tobacco at 
all, two dollars a year would be a 
small estimate, 'which would amount 
to $8,000. More money than is paid to 
all the preachers and mission in the 
county. But a bigger question from 
an economic stand point, is the vast 
amount of toil, sweat and money ex- 
pended in tlie growing Qf the crop, and 
how much this adds to tlie high oost 
of living that we hear so much about. 
When tobacco is planted, fertilized, 
sold and usedi wl^m does it benefit? 
No bumanlisjlaglias a^er bsso ban- 
efittad hf tha |pa:ff tobaoeo, aodi 
suppose no one ever will be. But sup- 
pose that every body that raises the 
weed, should turn his attention to the 
growing of horses, cattle, sheep, 
goats, hogs, corn, hay, oats, chickMis 
eggs or anything and everything that 
can k>enefit somebody or something, 
what a great effect it would have upon 
the high cost of living. If everybody 
would do this, tha qosstian wooid be 
settled. 

While living in Texas a few years

beautiful piece of rich land that the 
young lady owned.
